Bill Seeks Access 
To the Hall Tract 

Senator Joseph D. Tydings (D- 
Md.) has introduced a bill which 
would ensure public access to a 
planned recreational facility in 
Prince Georges County by trans¬ 
ferring land belonging to the Belts- 
ville Agricultural Research Center 
to the Maryland National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission. 

The bill would add a parcel of 
land 65-feet wide and 1,120-feet 
long to the Park and Planning 
Commission’s recently purchased 
Hall Tract — enough land for an 
80-foot right-of-way into the site. 

Hall Tract is the 116-acre site 
fronting Telegraph Road which 
the Commission has obtained for 
a proposed 18-hole golf course. 

Tydings was alerted to the Com¬ 
mission’s right-of-way need in a 
letter from Warren W. Kershow, 
Associate Director of Parks and 
Land Acquisition for the Commis¬ 
sion. 

"... the Hall Tract only has a 
15-foot right-of-way from Tele¬ 
graph Road,” Kershow said, "and 
to make this project entirely feasi¬ 
ble in terms of bond sales for de¬ 
velopment and utilization of private 
concessionaires, etc., we must 
secure a larger right-of-way.” 

According to the terms of the 
bill, Tydings explained, the Secre¬ 
tary of Agriculture would make 
the land transaction and set the 
price. The Commission would also 
bear the expense for any survey 
that may be required to change 
ownership. 

Calling Prince Georges County 
"a county in transition,” the Mary¬ 
land Senator stressed the impor¬ 
tance of substantial recreational 
facilities.

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Gone With the Breeze 
Or Dunk the Reporter

Sometimes the mote in the eye 
obscures the camel on the horizon 
— or to modernize the idea, per¬ 
haps your reporter needs new glas¬ 
ses. In last week’s article analyz¬ 
ing the financial report for the 
municipal swimming pool, the pool 
consession was shown as making 
a profit of over $3,000. But profits 
derive when income exceeds ex¬ 
penses. And the $3,961 for the 
pool consession was income. The 
whole question of expenses for the 
consession was overlooked. 

With our reading glasses on, we 
discover two items of expense for 
the consession: supplies and equip¬ 
ment ($3,123) and labor $869). Add 
these together and deduct from in¬ 
come, and suddenly the profit has 
flown away on the breeze. Far 
from making a profit, the conses¬ 
sion has, as in all past years, gone 
slightly into the red again. The 
deficit was $31. 

The city's Recreation Depart¬ 
ment does not feel unduly exercis¬ 
ed about the loss since the pool 
operation as a whole is self-sus¬ 
taining and really did make that 
$3,859 profit. The concession is 
looked upon primarily as a kind of 
public service. It is recognized 
that most of the pool users are 
doers, not spectators — that is to 
say, eaters. Swimmers will be less 
inclined to eat than the crowd 
at the baseball game. Furthermore, 
as Recreation Director Darald Lof- 
gren points out, bathing suits as 
items of apparel are not construc¬ 
ted for carrying large amounts of 
money. A little small change is 
about all a swimmer has to spend. 

In the light of the 1968 season’s 
record of a $191 deficit, last sea¬ 
son’s concession results were a 
pronounced success. But no one 
could call it a profit!

History and Status 

by A1 Skolnik 

With the bids for the new senior high school scheduled to be 
let this spring, the perimeter road takes on a new urgency . The 
concept of the perimeter road has been around a long time. What 
it is, where it is to be located, and what are the problems associated 
with its becoming a reality are traced in the following article . 

History 

The city’s Advisory Planning Board (APB) first gave consid¬ 
eration to the perimeter road in 1964-65 when it was preparing a 
Greenbelt master plan for the development of the remaining va¬ 
cant land in the city of Greenbelt. It was recognized from the 
start that the development of the land in the northeast part of 
town immediately west of the Baltimore-Washington Parkway 
would create a major difficulty from the standpoint of traffic flow. 
This land, known in planning circles as parcels 1 and 2, is essen¬ 
tially land-locked. Bordering the eastern edge is the Parkway, 
which is not accessible. To the north is the Beltsville Farm and 
to the south are the built-up Greenbelt Homes, Inc. courts. To the 
west are such narrow streets as Laurel Hill Road, Plateau Place, 
Northway, Ridge Road, and Hamilton Place, which were not de¬ 
signed to sustain heavy traffic. 

The solution hit upon by the APB and later concurred in by 
its planning consultants, Marcou, O’Leary, and Associates, and the 
city council was construction of an entirely new arterial road which 
would siphon off traffic that otherwise would clog the existing 
roads of Greenbelt. Because this road would follow to some ex¬ 
tent the city limits and form a miniature beltway around the city, 
it was called the “perimeter road.” f°ee map) 



East of Kenilworth Ave., this perimeter road would roughly 
parallel the northern boundaries of the city, then swing south 
through parcels 1 and 2, and either cross the Parkway or become 
part of an interchange (such as the NASA interchange). Continu¬ 
ing south from the Parkway, the road would cut through the 
Smith-Ewing property to Glenn Dale Rd. (now named Greenbelt 
Rd.) and eventually end up at Good Luck Road. 

West of Kenilworth Ave., the perimeter road would cut 
through Springhill Lake property, cross the Capital Beltway, and 
continue south, emerging near Beltway Plaza to meet up again 
with Greenbelt Road. 

The concept underwent some modifications during the following 
years. As the Federal Government remained adamant in its oppo¬ 
sition to any connection with the NASA interchange, the planners 
shifted the crossing of the Parkway to a more southerly site, close 
to Hamilton Rd. Also, in light of suggestions from the Springhill 
Lake apartment owners, the overpass at the Capital Beltway was 
moved to a more westerly site so that it could merge with Cherry- 
wood Lane and provide access to the industrial area along the 
B & O railroad tracks. Instead of having the perimeter road 
emerging near the Greenbelt Junior High School, the road was 
shifted to the'Western end of the Beltway Plaza shopping center 
(Gentry Drive). 

Purposes of Perimeter Road 

The perimeter road would serve several purposes. As already 
mentioned, the original purpose was to handle the additional traf¬ 
fic that would be generated by the eventual residential develop¬ 
ment of parcels 1 and 2. With the development of the Springhill 
Lake apartments and the proven inadequacy of Edmonston Road 
as an outlet, another purpose soon became obvious — to provide 
residents with a second outlet to Greenbelt Road and Kenilworth 
Ave. The long-range need for connecting the various sections of 
the Springhill Lake development with themselves and with the 
rest of Greenbelt also soon became apparent. 

But the most urgent and critical need for the perimeter road 
came about as the result of the decision of the Prince Georges 
County Board of Education in March 1966 to locate a three-school 
complex on parcel 2 (the land south of the sanitary landfill road 
between Greenbelt Homes, Inc. property and the Parkway). 

The new senior high school to be built on this site is expected 
to accommodate at least 2,400 students. An estimated 500 of these 
students will be within walking distance of the school. The rest — 
1,900 — would come by bus or private car (an estimated 20 percent 
of the student body drive). About 40 bus trips each way would be 
required to transport these students. In addition, the junior high 
school also slated for this site, with a pupil capacity of 1,200, would 
require busing. The present road system would not only have to 
accommodate this traffic, but also take care of the service trucks 
and faculty members for all three schools as well as the crowds 
attending athletic contests and other special events at the school. 
The senior high school plans call for a parking lot of 900 spaces 
and a football stadium. 

Urgency of Perimeter Road 

To the Greenbelt city fathers, the idea of loading the narrow, 
two-lane, residential Greenbelt streets with school bus and other 
See PERIMETER ROAD, p. 2, col.

There is a certain irony in Greenbelt’s having been named a 
historical site just at this time. The MNCPPC declared it worthy 
of inclusion on their historical map of the Montgomery-Prince 
Georges area because the community represents the first effort by 
the Federal Government to provide planned community housing 
for the low income level. Even its name incorporates the concept 
of a city surrounded by and interspersed with belts of green that 
the planners wanted to bring to realization. 

But the irony in the Park and Planning Commission’s action 
stems from its timing. This community, which stands in the his¬ 
torical record as a monument to planning, is now in the verge of 
having its very essence eroded away. As the new high school - 
junior high school - grade school complex near the city’s landfill 
site moves from the drawing board to concrete reality, the integ¬ 
rity of the original community as a residential area is endangered. 
Twice each school day an estimated 50 or more school bus loads 
will invade the narrow residential streets which are the only access 
to the property. In addition, private cars of faculty and students 
will add their congestion to the city streets. (Some 900 parking 
spaces are on the plans for the high school alone.) 

To locate such a school complex on such a site was a violation 
of good planning principles and a gross error in the first place. But 
to allow the school to be completed without rectifying the error 
now by emergency revisions of planning is nothing short of out¬ 
rageous irresponsibility. Because of the impossibly congested traf¬ 
fic, lives of the children of Greenbelt and nearby communities will 

be in jeopardy. . . 

In view of the imminent construction of the high school build- 

in*—which is scheduled for opening two years from now—the 
News Review endorses the current efforts by the city council m 
attempting to have state planning for construction of a portion of 
the perimeter road providing access to the new school moved from 
a vague future date to a position of urgency. We trust that individ¬ 
ual Citizens of the community will speak out, together with city 
o fficials, for construction of this acces s.

City Notes 

According to city officers, every¬ 
thing has been cleaned out of the 
old municipal warehouse building 
except one decrepit trash truck, 
which will be junked. The final 
moving operation was accomplish¬ 
ed by the Public Works Dept, dur¬ 
ing the first week of February. 
Previously a few items of old of¬ 
fice furniture and other equipment 
had been left because city officials 
expected to sell them at auction. 
But after the city concluded an 
agreement to purchase the former 
Lutheran church building and its 
site on Ridge Rd.. officials realized 
that the old furniture, including 
the former council table, might 
come in handy. It has now been 
transferred to the Municipal Ser¬ 
vice Bldg., where it will be stored 
temporarily.

school traffic was horrifying. Almost all of the students transported 
would be from outside Greenbelt (a small number would be from 
Springhill Lake) and would be converging on Greenbelt through 
the major arterial divided highways of Greenbelt Rd. and Kenil¬ 
worth Ave. From these highways they would then have to tra¬ 
verse a mile of 20-foot wide Greenbelt roads, such as Ridge 
Rd, and Northway, to reach the senior high school site. Because 
there are no sidewalks, people use the streets as walkways, espec¬ 
ially school children attending elementary schools. These roads do 
not permit widening without loss of much-needed curbside park¬ 
ing, especially if sidewalks are constructed to accommodate the 
student population walking to the new school complex. In many 
cases, such widening would also require the destruction of lawns 
apd shrubbery which have given Greenbelt much of its rustic 
charm. Local civic organizations stressed the danger to pedestrian 
safety of teenage car traffic being forced to negotiate residential 
areas thickly populated with small children. 

The need for a perimeter road was no longer a long-term 
academic matter. In April 1967, State Senator Edward T. Conroy 
succeeded in getting legislative approval for designating the peri¬ 
meter road as part of the 20-year highway needs plan of the State 
Roads Commission. The passing of this bill was seen as the first 
step toward getting the perimeter road accepted for construction 
and maintenance by the State of Maryland, In March 1969, the 
Maryland-National Capital Park and Planning Commission (MNC¬ 
PPC) accepted the concept of the perimeter road in its College 
Park-Greenbelt Master plan. As a result, site development plans 
now require the inclusion of 80-foot rights-of-way for the perimeter 
road. Among those already approved with this requirement are 
the site plans for the three-school complex, Beltway Plaza (Gentry 
Drive), and Springhill Lake. 

Problems 

But having official bodies take cognizance of the concept of the 
perimeter road and securing the necessary rights-of-way and 
fund for construction are two different matters. 

MNCPPC officials estimate the cost of a four-lane perimeter 
road as $200,000-$250,000 a mile, depending on the nature of the 
terrain. (The length of the perimeter road is estimated at 4.6 
miles.) In addition, there is the cost of the two overpasses, estima¬ 
ted at $400,000 apiece. The city has anticipated that part of the 
cost of the perimeter road would be assessed against adjoining 
property owners, but only to the extent that such roads serve the 
property owners. The remaining costs, city officials state, would 
still be prohibitive for the city of Greenbelt to pick up, especially 
those of the overpasses. There is also a question of equity. As the 
city’s APB put it in Report #63, dated May 2, 1966, since State 
and county agencies have contributed to the problems confronting 
Greenbelt — the dissection by major highways, the three-school 
complex, and the granting of higher densities than was originally 
planned — they should now lend Greenbelt a helping hand. 

In seeking State and county aid, city officials have noted that 
the entire perimeter road need not be built at one time. Since 
the urgency at this time is to provide a direct access to the school 
property from either Greenbelt Road or Kenilworth Ave., only one 
leg of the road need be built now. In addition, the road could 
consist of two lanes instead of four lanes at the start. 

There would be problems, however, no matter which leg of 
the perimeter road was constructed first. If the decision were to 
go south and connect with Greenbelt Road, a major cost obstacle 
would be the bridge over the Baltimore-Washington Parkway 
plus the necessity of negotiating with the owners of the Smith- 
Ewing property for rights-of-way. 

If the decision were to go west and connect with Kenilworth 
Ave., the major problems would be negotiating with a series of 
property owners ~ Lakeside North, Furey, and the owners of 
parcels 1, 3, 4, and 5. The electorate authorized a bond issue in 
November 1968 which included $45,000 for the purchase of these 
rights-of-way. The city has already entered into negotiations for 
securing the rights-of-way through the Furey property but the 
problem is complicated by the fact that the property is outside the 
city boundaries. 

The westerly route would also require Congressional approval 
to use parts of Reltsville Farm. (The smoothing out of the north¬ 
ern boundary route requires that the road cross a small section of 
the Federally-owned farm.) 

Current Efforts 

Realizing that time is running out, the city has stepped up 
its campaign to secure State help. Mayor Francis W. White and 
other council members have been seeking to move the perimeter 
road into the 2-year needs plan of the State Roads Commission. 
In addition, special authorization for State funds is being sought 
so that the initial engineering plans and other preparatory work 
can be started immediately. 

If the senior high school is opened by September 1972, city 
officials want to be sure that the perimeter road — or at least part 
of it — won’t be far behind. But it will not be an easy task.
